The wall forming 
the exterior wall of the apartment 
at that point was covered with 
large sheets of insulating building 
board, with decorative batten strips 
running from floor to ceiling at 
16-inch .intervals. Between the bat- 
tens, the board was covered with a 
wood-patterned wall paper.

Deploring flies as carriers of 


countless diseases, Health officials 
recommend that all persons prac- 
tice a few simple rules of fly con- 
trol in the home. 


Flies carry anthrax, childbed 


fever, infant "dysenteiy, tubercu- 
losis, typhoid and, possibly, polio, 
the health authorities point out. 
They say the way to reduce the 
spread of those and other diseases 
is to reduce the nation's fly popu- 
lation. 


The insects multiply so rapidly 


that eliminating .them completely 
is only a dream of health^experts. 
But all authorities agree that a 
few simple control measures would 
vastly improve public health. 


Use Garbage Can* 


First of these measures is to 


eliminate garbage as a source of 
food for flies. The experts say this 
may be done by keeping all waste 
materials in covered galvanized 
steel cans equipped with close-fit- 
ting covers. 


They recommend rinsing the 


cans at regular intervals during 
hot weather to .prevent odors at- 
tractive to flies from accumulat- 
ing. 


Regardless of the method used 


to dispose of household wastes, me- 
tal garbage cans are "needed in 
every home, the experts declare. 
Hard-tb'-dispose-of items like food 
packages often contain particles of 
food for flies. 


Because more and more food 


products are being packaged in 
paper, aluminum foil, cans and 
bottles, many homes need two gar- 
bage cans, it is pointed out. This 
is to avoid overcrowding a can so 
that its cover will not stay on, ex- 
posing its contents to flies. 


Thorough Cleaning Vital 


Special attention is advised for 


small cracks and crevices in floor- 
ing, 
tables and cabinets. Food 


particles collect in 'such places and 
attract flies inside homes.

many cases other than painting of 
new homes. 


Dry masonry walls that are sure 


to remain dry after painting may 
be covered satisfactorily with oil 
paints. £oft or common clay brick 
is generally the most paintable of 
brick masonry. Used bricK is even 
better than new. 


From the time the wall is con- 


structed, about six months should 
elapse before painting, to give ac- 
tive alkali time to leach 
out of 


mortar and for brick and mortar 
to become thoroughly dry. The 
time may be less if "mortar with- 
out lime is used. 


Apply the priming- coat if there 


has been a week of clear, 
dry 


weather. 


It is important to buy the best 


paint available for the job under- 
taken, and to use it as the manu- 
facturer directs. 


In northern latitudes the best 


time for painting is from the mid- 
dle of spring 
to mid-summer. 


Rain, dew, frost or sharp drops in 
temperature are chief hazards to 
new exterior paint jobs. Don't 
paint before dew has dried off and 
stop painting about two hours be- 
fore sunset. 


Since hardwoods are not gen- 


erally used for exterior surfaces— 
although many withstand weather- 
'ing better than softwoods—it is 
best to prime softwoods with one 
coat of aluminum house paint and

follow that with, two coats of good 
quality exterior paint. 


White paint and lighter colors 


given this treatment ought to last 
four or five years: darker colors 
at least two years longer. 


Preparation consists of cleaning 


off marks of oil, asphalt or carpen- 
ter's crayon, removing loose grain 
or splinters, and planing or sand- 
papering afterward. Remove soft 
resin with mineral spirits or tur- 
pentine. 


Nail holes and other imperfec- 


tions should be puttied after the 
priming coat has thoroughly'dried. 
, It will pay dividends to use rust- 
resistant nails, for corrosion and 
discoloration from nails ruins the 
appearance of expertly painted 
siding. ' 


Aluminum nails and 
heavily 


galvanized nnils are recommended. 
Exposed nails should be counter- 
Mink, puttied over and painted for 
best appearance*, whether or not 
the nails used are rust-resistant. 
There is always danger that mois- 
ture seeping into nail holes will 
cause rust and resulting stains.

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Loud Voice Needed to Answer 
Russia's 4Hate America' Drive 


By now the world ought to be used to a Russian veto 


whenever the Reds find themselves defeated in the United 
Nations Security Council. 


It happened again when the Russians were faced with 


ao overwhelming blast, backed by nine of the 11 member 
nations in the council, against Communist charges that our 
forces used germ warfare in Korea. 


The veto by Jacob Malik, the 50th the Soviets have used, 


was a great surprise to almost no one. 


And 'therein lies its greatest danger. 
In the U. S.. particularly, most of us have probably 


shrugged off Malik's veto as just what was to be expected— 
as something like a little boy's reaction to being caught smok- 
ing behind the barn. 


Unfortunately, not all the rest of the world will shrug 


off the veto—or what Russia said in explaining it—so easily. 


Pakistan, for instance, abstained from voting. The rea- 


.son, said Pakistan's delegate, was frustration. Either the 
U. S. had used germs, he declared, in which case the Asiatic 
people were facing horrible perils; or the Russians were ly- 
ing, in which case the Asiatics were being bamboozled. 


Since a previous Malik veto had wiped out any chance 


of'an impartial investigation of Russia's charges, the man 
from Pakistan argued, how could he—or the rest of Asia— 
tell which side to believe? 


Pakistan's frustration is not isolated. Russia is making 


a louder noise, and getting a bigger audience, than we are 
in either Europe or Asia. 


Leon Dermen, NEA's roving correspondent in Europe, 


and an expert on the devious ways'of the Kremlin, reported 
the other day that Russia's "Hate America" campaign was 
going great guns because we don't seem to be doing anything 
to answer it. 


We have untold numbers of government specialists, bet- 


ter known as press agents, all over Europe. But, as Dennen 
concluded after a survey of a number of nations, these U. S. 
tub-thumpers seem to be keeping virtually mute. 


The little people of the world don't pay much attention 


to what goes on in the UN. And they do not always under- 
stand a Russian veto, as Pakistan's frustration has clearly 
shown. 
, 


What we need is a louder voice, not necessarily in the 


UN, and certainly not in the form of silent government press 
agents abroad. 


The Voice of America cannot talk softly—unless we want 


to be drowned out by the masters of screaming nonsense.

Diplomats Suspect Adenauer Played Up Opposition to Get Best Possible Terms 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—American diplomats believe 


"Foxy Grandpa" Konrad Adenauer, the West German 
Chancellor and Foreign Minister, may have deliberately 
played up some German opposition to the peace con- 
tract ju:>t signed in Bonn, just to wangle the best possible 
terms fiom Western powers. 


Most of of the opposition has been played up in the 


German press. 
T.ie reason given for this is that the 


West Geiman Republic has had no other media through 
which opinion couW be expressed. 
West Germany has 


had no foicign diplomatic service—no ambassadors in 
Washington. London or Paris who could bargain directly 
with the L*. S. Secretary of State and the foreign min- 
isters That might have cased tensions. 


Furtheimoie, the full text of the peace contract and 


annexes weie not made public prior to the signing. 
Chancellor Adenauer did not let the German people in 
on what he was signing. There were some leaks through 
his cabinet. But much" of the criticism was uninformed 
opposition from his political enemies. 


While all this criticism, particularly from the Social- 


ists, had a bad effect in Western Europe and America, 
the Russians also suffered some setbacks in trying to 
stop the peace contract. 


Shooting up the French airliner and putting on tern- 


poiary rail and highway blockades reacted badly on 
the German people the Russians were trying to win over. 
Russian insistence that the Oder-Neisse river line was 
to be Germany's permanent eastern boundary angered 
all Germans—East and West. 


Finally, theie is general Geiman knowledge that Rus- 


sia is the country the Germans have to fear most. So 
thei e was never any real danger that the Germans would 
fall into a Russian propaganda booby trap and balk on 
signing an alliance with the Western powers. 
But there 


will still be a big German parliamentary battle on rati- 
fication.

India has i of used to come to terms with Pakistan on the 
Kashmir dispute has just been advanced in Washington 
by Sir Olaf Caroe. He is a former British foreign secre- 
tary in India and ex-governor of India's Northwest 
Frontier province. He is now on a lecture toft- in x this 
country. 


Sir Olaf's reason on why the Kashmir dispute has 


been allowed to drag on for five years is based on the 
fact that Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru's family 
originally came from Kashmir.

tremely reluctant to see any part of his homeland an- 
nexed to Pakistan, either by force or popular election. 


Nehru tells about his Kashmir background in his 


autobiography. Some 200 years ago an ancestor named 
Raj Kaul left the Kashmir mountains to seek fame and 
fortune on the plains below. 
He was a Sanskrit and 


Persian scholar, and soon attracted the Emperor's atten- 
tion in Delhi. Raj Kaul was assigned a house on a canal, 
or "nahar." The name "Nehru" stemmed from that

RAILWAY KXPRESS WORKERS FEEL PINCH 


Railway Express agency employes are beginning to 


feel the pinch of having to join a union under the new 
union shop contract negotiated for the entire system on 
April 1. All employes must join the union, whether they 
want to or not. 


What gapes many of them are the initiation dues of 


$13 to $28 a member. Shop stewards get $3 to $4 of this, 
just for signing up the new members. 


REA has 45.000 lo 50.000 employes. Under the old 


railway labor act* the agency was barred from interfer- 
ing in union membership. REA had no idea on how 
many of its employes belonged to unions. But an amend- 
ment to the law passed last year authorized a union shop 


contract. 


Ninety per cent of its employes will now be represent- 


ed by Brotherhood of Railway Clerks. Vehicle men In 
eight large cities belong to the Teamsters and about 
1,000 shopcraft men belong' to Machinists' and Black- 
smiths' unions.

Avoid Slam If Foe Has Two Aces

What sort of bridge hand makes 


you think of fireworks? Probably 
a slam. But not just an ordinary 
slam, expertly bid and 
played. 


Let's take a look at a slam that 
shouldn't have been bid. 


Certainly there's nothing much 


to recommend in the slam contract 
shown in today's hand. Experts 
should stay out of a slam when 
the opponents have two aces. But 
when this hand came along in the 
Decoration 
Day 
tournament in 


New York, most of the North- 
South pairs staggered into six no- 
trump. 
* 


In a way. it's not to be won- 


dered at. The defense had just 
two bare aces between them, not 
a jack more. By way of compen- 
sation North had a good five-card 
suit, and South had an even better 
one. 


If the defense had held about 


the same value—but not in the 
form of two aces—the slam might 
have been ice cold because of the 
strength of the red suits. 
' 


I wouldn't compare this slam to 


fireworks if it were just an un- 
lucky hand that was set because 
the defenders had two aces. The 
astonishing thing about it is that 
most of the experts who bid the 
slam managed to make it. 


At most tables West opened a 


club, and South won with the jack. 
He then led a diamond, hoping 
that somebody would take the ace 
and would return anything but a 
spade. Then he might make four 
diamonds, five hearts and three 
clubs. 


As things turned out, however. 


West played a low diamond at the 
second trick, and dummy won with 
the king. East's nine-spot now in- 
dicated quite a different way of 
playing the hand. There was a 
good chance that East had no more 
diamonds, and there niight be good 
luck in spades. 


So most of the experts now 


shifted to spades, and East oould 
do nothing to defeat the contract. 
He could take his ace ot spades 
whenever he liked, but he couldn't

Many Speculate On Number of Empty 
Seats When Ike Accepted Nomination

CHICAGO. (AP) — There is a 


great stir of speculation in Chica- 
go today about the yawning patch- 
es of empty seats in convention 
hall last night when Dwight Eisen- 
hower delivered his acceptance 
speech. 


Here was one of the great mo- 


ments in American history. 


A few hours earlier, Eisenhower 


had become the Republican nomi- 
nee for the presidency. ' Ten years 
ago, few people outside the Army 
had ever heard of him. Ten 
months ago, few people could have 
said with certainty that h« Would 
ever be available as a political 
candidate. 


So this was the end of a long 


rock-strewn road. Or at least a 
turning point, and a sharp one. 


Many .Stayed Away - 


Yet, many people who could 


have seen it on the spot stayed 
away. Many more who wanted to 
go couldn't get in. The convention 
ran a full day over its schedule 
and no spectator admission cards 
were printed for Friday. People 
had been warned to keep their 
Thursday stubs. 


The time of Eisenhower's ap- 


pearance had been announced and 
he arrived promptly. As he en- 
tered the great hall, and a police 
escort formed and started down 
the center aisles, there was an 
ear-splitting burst of cheering. 


Eisenhower was wearing a blue 


summer suit. His face was flushed 
a coral-pink. The peculiar incan- 
descence which-is a hallmark of 
the man was never more pro- 
nounced. He smiled and waved 
with quick; happy gestures. 


Roar Swell* 


On the podium, at last, as the 


roar swelled and rolled in echoing 
waves through the beams of white 
light. His wife stood beside him. 
They, saluted the crowd, complied 
with the pleas of the photograph- 
ers. 
Eisenho\\»r held both arms 


high above his head, then dropped 
them and waited to speak. 


In the galleries directly facing
